1652 Massachusetts “Oak Tree” Shilling. Very Fine (20/20). 
Noe 1. The obverse is nicely centered, with just the tops of the 
lettering in the legends missing. The reverse (tree side) shows some 
areas of striking weakness, yet the tree is quite sharp. This is a 
pleasing, original example of this popular Colonial issue. 
Accompanied by ANACS Certificate #A1913 (dated 6/5/75), where authenticated. 


1652 Massachusetts “Pine Tree” Threepence. Fine (15/15). Noe 
36. A glossy, grey-brown example. The obverse is struck off-center 
towards K-12, while the reverse is nicely centered. One small rim 
bend is visible at K-3, but this example shows little of the waviness 
that is evident on so many Massachusetts silver pieces. Slightly 
rarer than the Shillings. 


(1688) Plantation Token. Very Fine (20/20). Normal 4. A pewter 
original that has been rather heavily bent. Despite the damage, 
this piece shows traces of the original luster, and there is little 
tin-pesting. 

This issue was intended to circulate in the English colonies from as far north as 
Newfoundland to as far south as the West Indies. The value was equivalent to 1/24 
of a Spanish real. 


(1688) Plantation Token Restrike. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). 
A brilliant, lustrous example which is considerably finer than usual. 
This example shows the obverse die break connecting AN and HI. 


Despite its restrike status, this piece is only slightly less valuable than the originals, 
since collectors seeking exceptional examples must invariably settle for the restrikes. 


1783 Chalmers Shilling. Fine (15/15) or better. The scarcer 
“Long Worm” variety. As on almost all known specimens, this 
piece shows an area of striking weakness at K-7 on the obverse, 
and on the corresponding area of the reverse. The color is a pleasing 
slate grey, with silvery high points. Well above-average.

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1787 Fugio Cent. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Newman 13-X, 
Rarity 1. 135.6 grains. Fully Mint State, with original mint color 
visible around the lettering and devices. The reverse shows some 
light, minor annealing streaks. 


The 13-X is one of the varieties which made up the majority of the famed New 
York Bank Hoard. 


1787 Fugio Cent. Very Good (6/6). Newman 19-M, Rarity 7. 
Chocolate brown. The grade we have assigned is simply a func- 
tion of wear, as there are no defects worth noting. This is a very 
scarce variety in a nice, collectible condition. 


1787 Massachusetts Half Cent. Very Fine (25/25). Ryder 1-D. 
Chocolate brown, with glossy surfaces. This popular Type coin 
is the first coin to appear in the United States with the HALF 
CENT designation. 


1787 Massachusetts Half Cent. Extremely Fine (45/45). Ryder 
4-C. Well struck, with iridescent olive and brown surfaces. The 
quality of this example is far above average. 


1787 Massachusetts Half Cent. Extremely Fine (40/40). Ryder 
5-A. Chocolate brown, with lovely, attractive surfaces. Nicely 
struck, with no defects. 


Undated Kentucky Token. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Let- 
tered Edge, reading PAYABLE IN LANCASTER LONDON OR 
BRISTOL. Much of the original mint red is still visible on both 
sides. The surfaces are smooth and glossy, and the overall ap- 
pearance of this piece is exceptional. The obverse shows a very 
thin annealing seam extending from the scroll to the left edge.

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RARITY 7 MACHINS MILL HALFPENCE 


1772 Machins Mill Halfpenny. Very Fine (25/25). Vlack 6-72A, 
Rarity 7. The surfaces and color of this piece are exceptional 
for a Machins Mill issue. This must certainly rank as one of the 
finest known of this very scarce emission. 


The Rarity 7 designation (only 4 to 10 pieces known) comes from an excellent 
article on Machins Mill Halfpence by Norman Peters in the September 1986 issue 
of THE NUMISMATIST.

Mostly 
brown, with some original mint red adhering to the lettering and 
devices. The surfaces are smooth and glossy. A true Mint State 
example which has none of the spots associated with the pieces 
from the Col. Mendes Cohen hoard. 


1783 Washington Piece. Choice Proof (63/63). Draped Bust 
restrike, with a plain edge, in Copper. A gorgeous example with 
a chocolate brown obverse, and an attractive sea-green and olive 
reverse. This is one of the nicest examples we have seen of this 
issue! 


HALF CENTS (1793-1857) 


1793 Very Fine (20/20). Cohen 2, Rarity 3. A beautifully detail- 
ed example of this first year of issue Half Cent, with some localized 
surface granulation on either side and a shallow scratch which 
horizontally bisects the obverse. This piece is much nicer than our 
description might indicate, and it is the perfect piece for the col- 
lector who is willing to overlook its minor flaws. 


1795 Very Good (6/6). Cohen 6a, Rarity 2. The “Plain Edge, 
No Pole” variety. A pleasing brown circulated example. 
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1797 Fine (15/15). Cohen 1, Rarity 2, the “1 over 1” variety. 
Glossy brown, with hints of reddish coloration on the reverse. A 
truly choice, circulated example. 


1800 About Uncirculated (50/50). Cohen 1, Rarity 2. Glossy, 
with the details of a Mint State coin, but probably cleaned long 
ago. It has now retoned to an attractive olive color, with what ap- 
pears to be original mint red around the reverse devices. This is 
a sharp example of this one year Type. 


1806 Fine (15/15). Cohen 1, the “Small 6, Stemless” variety. 
Tan and brown. 1807 Fine (15/15). Cohen 1. An attractive, late 
state example. 1808 Very Good (7/7). Cohen 3. Chocolate brown. 


A total of three coins in this lot. 


1825 Very Fine (35/35). Cohen 1, Rarity 3. Original reddish 
brown color, with pleasing surfaces. 


The mintage for this year is only slightly higher than that of 1811, and the 1825 
can be had for a fraction of the price of the 1811! 


1828 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Cohen 3, Rarity 1. Mostly 
brown, with lustrous steel and reddish iridescence. An insignifi- 
cant rim cut at K-7 is mentioned for the sake of accuracy. This 
piece is right up there with the rest of the Uncs. in the Condition 
Census. 


1835 Uncirculated (60/60). Cohen 2, Rarity 1. A full Mint State 
example which has toned down to a pleasing brown color. 


1853 About Uncirculated (50/50). Cohen 1, the only variety of 
the year. Glossy brown, with attractive color and surfaces. 


1857 Uncirculated (62/62). Cohen 1. Mostly red and olive, with 
attractive surfaces and a somewhat uneven strike. Popular as the 
last year of the Type.

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LARGE CENTS (1793-1857) 


FLOWING HAIR, CHAIN TYPE REVERSE (1793 Only) 


1793 Good (5/5). Sheldon 3, Rarity 3, one of the AMERICA 
varieties. A nicely detailed example, with a virtually full date and 
an extremely sharp chain for this grade. The color is a natural 
chocolate brown. Both sides are uniformly and lightly porous, but 
this was taken into account when we assigned the above-listed 
grade. 


FLOWING HAIR, WREATH TYPE REVERSE (1793 Only) 
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1793 Fine (12/12). Sheldon 6, Rarity 3, the “Sprung Die” variety, 
so-called because of the bulge on the obverse running from the 
back of the hair to the rim. Nicely detailed, but with some minor 
rim problems on either side, and the lighest bit of granularity on 
the reverse. 


LIBERTY CAP TYPE (1793-1796) 


1794 Very Fine (20/20). Sheldon 67, Rarity 3. A gorgeous, 
chocolate brown example of this scarcer variety. A few very minor 
rim dings are visible on the reverse. The obverse hair detail is sharp. 


CLASSIC HEAD TYPE (1808-1814) 


1812 Extremely Fine (40/40). Sheldon 289, Rarity 1. The details 
Suggest a grade of About Uncirculated or higher, but the coin has 
been expertly cleaned long ago. The color is now an attractive 
olive, with hints of simulated red around the lettering and devices. 
Still, an attractive coin. 


MATRON HEAD (1816-1835) 
1820 Uncirculated (60/60). Sharply struck, with excellent hair 


and wreath details. Cleaned and recolored, with the appearance 
of a red Uncirculated coin.

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1831 Very Good (7/7). Newcomb 14, Rarity 5. Evenly circulated, 
and chocolate brown in color. 1835 Very Good (10/10). Newcomb 
12, Rarity 4. Fine details, but lightly and uniformly porous. A 
nice pair of rarities for the Large Cent collector. 

A total of two coins in this lot. 


BRAIDED HAIR (1840-1857) 
1856 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Newcomb 7, one of two “Hole 
in Ear” varieties of this year. The obverse is mostly red, with 


some minor spotting; the reverse is somewhat darker. 


SMALL CENTS (1856-DATE) 


FLYING EAGLE TYPE (1856-1858) 


. 1856 Proof (55/55). A sharp example of this popular issue, which 


is downgraded because of an old cleaning job. An affordable ex- 
ample for someone who has always desired this first year of the 
Small Cent series. 


Although technically a pattern issue, the 1856 Small Cent was struck in suffi- 
cient quantities to make it collectible. 


1857 Uncirculated (60/60). A fully Mint State example which was 
weakly impressed on the high points, resulting in weakness in the 
tail feathers and head of the eagle, and the leaves of the wreath. 


1858 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). Small Letters. Another weak- 
ly struck example, but with more details than on the last lot. This 
example is also much flashier and more brilliant. 


1858 Uncirculated (60/60). Large Letters. Lustrous, golden- 
brown, with some very minor spotting on either side. 


INDIAN HEAD TYPE (1859-1909) 


Variety 2 - Copper Nickel, Oak Wreat with Shield (1860)-1864) 
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1860 Choice Uncirculated (63/63). The obverse is a satiny gold 
and red in color; the reverse is slightly more subdued. A lovely, 
original example. 


1861 Choice Proof (63/63). This sharply struck, mirrored exam- 
ple is kept from the Gem class by the subdued luster. Otherwise, 
there is nothing wrong with this coin.

lhe dies for this piece were engraved by a man named Jacobs and the token was 
struck by Peter Skidmore, a coin dealer and iron-monger of High Holborn, England 
as part of a series which depicted various architectural landmarks (mainly throughout 
England). Collectively, this series is known as Skidmore’s Globe and Clerkenwell 
series, but the New York Theatre token falls in an ambiguous category labelled 
‘Miscellaneous Series.” The Globe and Clerkenwell tokens bear the date 1797, and 
it is safe to assume that the Theatre token was struck at the same time. They were 
struck specifically for sale to collectors, and it is doubtful if they were actually 
used as admission tokens to the Theatre, as it has been speculated in the past. They 
are collected as part of the “Conder Token” series and the correct attribution for 
this piece is Dalton & Hammer 167. Because of the association with New York, 
this token has become a traditional part of Colonial collecting. It has its place in 
the GUIDEBOOK along with all of the other United States Colonial coins, where 
it is valued at $5000. in Proof!

The surfaces of this 
coin are devoid of any marks, hairlines, scratches or other defects which might im- 
pair the value. Struck about five percent off center on the reverse towards K-5. The 
strike is superb, with every hair and feather detail needle-sharp. The overall eye 
appeal is outstanding, and we would rank this coin as either equal to the Hayes 
coin, or perhaps one point less. This piece is finer than any additional specimen 
of which we are aware, and it is considerably finer than the Very Good to Very 
Fine examples which seem to make up the majority of the known population. We 
cannot over-emphasize the importance of this offering to the Colonial, Pattern, Half 
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OUR FIRST MINT Dime, and Type specialist, as this coin is unimprovable, for all intents and pur- 
poses. Which brings us back to our original point that this coin qualifies as a classic 
PHILADELPHIA, PENNSYLVANIA United States rarity. It combines exceptional condition with high rarity (less than

for the traditional myth that these coins were struck from Washington’s personal 
silver service, nor does any such substantiation come with this coin.

tone). 


Bryan was a leader of the free silver movement and made three 


unsuccessful bids for the Presidency of the United States. Another in- 
teresting bit of information was that he was the prosecuting attorney in 
the famous Scopes evolution trial. He lost that, too!

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THE JAMES E. BUTTERFIELD

and because of his position as a Federal bank examiner, he had access 
to a wide variety of sources from which to obtain coins.

Most of the coins display a lovely, original toning which has been 
acquired through long, undisturbed storage in large paper envelopes. 
Listed on each of the envelopes is the date on which the coin was ac- 
quired, from what source, and the cost of each coin. Most of the coins 
came from contemporary dealers and/or auction sales, but several were 
taken from circulation or were obtained directly from the United States 
Treasury. What is particularly interesting is to note the purchase price 
of each of the coins and to try to determine the relative rarity of each 
coin during the time in which is was purchased. Back then, less atten- 
tion was paid to condition, and more was paid to rarity (a situation which 
is completely reversed today). In other words, a rarity would have 
brought higher multiples of the common price than would a high- 
condition coin. Rarities might bring five times the common price, while 
high-condition coins might only bring two or three times. And those 
multiples don’t really amount to much when the selling price of a ‘‘rare’’ 
coin was only five or ten dollars! Those were the days — or were they? 
Perhaps someday we will look back on today’s prices and marvel at how 
cheap they seem! In any event, the James E. Butterfield Collection gives 
every collector/investor an equal opportunity to obtain a fresh coin from 
a lost era.
